NEW MICROPHONE 

Station S^id to be the Most 
Powerful in Canada; Out- 
put of 1000 Watts 

The new ami powerful microphone 
proved to be the chief center of In- 
terest to the ita.d'O Society during 
their visit last evening to the Mar 
coni Brondçustjng Station CFCF. 
It is a. similar type io that used in 
the powerful linglish slut on 2LO. As 
the siation Is supposed to he one of 
the most powerful in Canada with an 
output of 1000 watts the visit proved 
a most interesting , one; 

Mr. W -son. who was in charge of 
the station at the ilnie took charge of 
the visitors starting n the studio. 
This room, with its heavy curtained 
walls, proved interesting to those who 
had never been in a broadcasting 
station before. Mr. Wilson then took 
ih*' new microphone apart, expln n- 
ing its parts and principles to the 
group. He then followed the sound 
from the microphone to ii special 
amplifier where t Is amplified by a 
rwdstanrp coupled systom. 

From the amplifier the voice Is sent 
In Ihe form of electrical nipulsc, to 
the transmuter which seuils H out Into 
space to be picked lip by receiving 
aoi,s ,

of 5 largo TiOO wait tubes and two

It is Ihou.crht by many ltooplf that the recent sijrning of the 
Locavno pact mark? a new era in the relations of nation with 
nation. Correspondents who were present during the days of 
the conference which led tip to the final decision report that the 
atmosphere throughout the negotiations was one of sincerity 
and even of warmth. In fuel, one newspaper which was attempt- 
ing to carry ou: a policy of antagonism to the whole affair found 
itself receiving such favorable reports that it changed its re- 
presentatives; oven this was of no avail, however, for soon after 
the new men arrived they caught the spirit of the meeting and 
wrote according to it. 

When one considers the hitter feelings that have prevailed 
in Europe for ten years, it is impossible to account for the com- 
plete change in altitude except by admitting a change of heart. 
As several prominent men have said in tht lest month. "It was 
not Locarno that ma^r the better feelings, but rather the new 
spirit of brotherliness that made possible Locarno and all that 
it involves.' 

It is not unfitting at this time to recall that students of the 
world have played a very striking part in making for this wider 
friendship of nation with nation. For in the dark days that fol- 
lowed the war. when central Europe was in the throes of famine, 
pestilence and misery and the universities were in the deepest 
distress, an appeal was presented to the students of the more 
fortunaie nation? which went under the name of European 
Student Relief. 

This appeal presented the facts in the boldest outline, and the 
students the world over received it with a whole-heartedness which 
far exceeded the fondest hopes of those who were responsible for 
its broadcasting. Not only did they subscribe once, but many 
times, until the students of Europe realised that true friends 
were taking an interest in them, although they were members of 
former enemy countries. The depth of the impression that this 
must have made or. them can only be partly appreciated ; suffice 
it to say that already German students have begun to pay back 
into the Fund, which is still being kept open under the name of 
International Student Service. 

This wider friendship is one which is being brought home 
.continually to us at McGill. We are members of a University 
which is truly cosmopolitan in its enrollment: the men who are 
here from other countries cannot help but mark well with what 
attitude they are being received. And it is in these day by day 
contacts that the foundations of a solid international friend- 
ship are built. 



EDITORIAL NOTES 



A tendency which is to be deplored lias made itself felt in 
college during the last few weeks. One instance of this was no- 
ticed when a prominent professor announced in his lecture that 
his watch had been taken from his desk ; another, which has 
not yet been cleared up. occurred in the Arts Student Council 
elections and savours of the "telegraphing" we hear of in poli- 
tics. 



We note with considerable interest that the term in the 
Faculty of Arts and the School of Commerce is expected to be 
shortened this year, on account of the long-awaited renovations 
on the Arts Building. 



The University Service on Sunday morning in the Union 
is worthy of a large attendance of both students and members 
of the Faculty. The Principal has made quite clear that he is

Another one, beautifully «Titien and 
containing colored drawings, descrtbrs 
the equipmeiu of the armies in 
Fuhkien, K wan Siting, and the Southern 
rrovinces. A Manchu-Chlnsse diet on- 
ary which date^i back to 1883. and 
some leaves from lTtli century medi- 
cal and religious works are also seen. 

Other forms of Chinese print ng are 
represented in the same, case: one, 
"A story of Precious Stones'' printed, 
with illustrations, in Shanghai, was 
presented to the exhibition by Taul

Among the Japanese collection are 
found many -works of art in the form 
of paintings, drawings, manuscripts, 
and even decorative articles of chess 
Among the latter, for instance are 
several ivory and lacquered-wooden 
combs and hair-ornaments. Tea Jar 
Bags made from old textiles, and 
quaintly decorated sword guards, 
both from the Cleveland Morgan col- 
lection, catch the eye at once. 

Unrolled along the entire length of 
Case 3 A— B lies a fac-slmile of a 
painting by the 4th Century Chinese 
artist Ku Kai-Chlh. "Admonitions of 
the Instructress of the Palace" Is 
the title, referring to the work of 
Chang Hua (232-300 A. D. In which 
he attempts to embody what the 
ideal instructors might be presumed 
to leacb the young women under her 
charge in the Imperial Harem. IK 
consists jOf nine iSeries, and wn|,s 
copied by two Japanese artists from 
the original in the Brlllsh Museum. 

In <:ase 4 A— h are found many 
types of Japanese printing along with 
several Japanese painting and dra.w- 
ing books. 

Indian: Casée 6A. and B., 8A. and B. 

in this collection several .Sans- 
krit manuscripts, Hindu bindings and 
Indians miniatures are noteworthy. 
Two of the miniatures of the ftnjplt 
School of the ath century, (ire execut- 
ed in uulie vivid colors. The Hindu 
paintings, depleting various forma of 
Hindu life, présent a strange sight 
and nre well worth an examination. 

Arabic Caligrapby; Ca«*s 12B. 13, M, 
16, 

Beautifully Inscribed and decorated 
manuscripts of min/y colours comprise 
this collection. These arc the speci- 
men works of especially skilful stu- 
dents Hi the art of writing— where 
writing is indeed an art, and known 
to merely a few. 

Concerning the manuscripts I lie 
Museum label rends: "When a mas- 
ter found that any of his students 
had attained u good band he directed 
him to write two or Hiree specimens 
(Ign-Namah 'hoy tue called), one In 
The Met h and the other in Naukh, lo 
be submitted lor appro vu I.'!

He quoted Prof. Hudson to show 
that the Court was only the machin- 
ery of the League. This would en- 
da.r.rer the foreipn policy of the Uni- 
ted States which has been consistent 
fol- a century and a half. This policy 
has been, one of isolation and no en- 
tanglements with Europe.
